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FINE WEATHER FOR THE RACE. 


Conditions at the Start Could Not Have 
Been Improved. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—At sunrise this 
morning a strong northerly breeze was 
stirring up the whitecaps on the upper 
bay; the sky was clear; a light autumnal 
haze hung over the Long Island and Staten 


Island shores, and the air was crisp and 
invigorating. Briefly, it would have been 
impossible to imagine a morning more full 
of promise of a fine race between the Col- 
umbia and the Shamrock. 

At the anchorage and places of embarka- 
tion, however, it was seen that the disap- 
pointments of Tuesday and Thursday had 
affected the spirits of the yachtsmen and 
vyachtswomen, for the number of people 
hurrying to the excursion fleet did. not 
appear to be nearly as large as on the 
previous days set for racir®. Off the Bat- 
tery only five tugs were waiting for their 

assengers. These boats included the tug 
folunteer, fiying the Shamrock’s flag. 
which was taking on board the guests of 
Sir Thomas Lipton. who was subsequently 
transferred to Sr. Thomas’ yacht Erin, tn 
the Horseshoe. Winter coats and wraps 
were in order on all sides among the ex- 
cursionists. 

The first weather bulletin of the day came 
from Galilee, N. from which point the 
Associated Press correspondent at 7:02 a.

A very high sea was running at that time 
and the observation limit was 12 miles.

Negro Pleaded Guilty to Man- 
slaughter. 


ED BATES FOUND NOT GUILTY.

KIRKWOOD PEOPLE ARE INDIG- 
+ NANT. 


Bates Brothers Were Charged With 
Having Killed Town Marshal 
Gunning—Their Trial Sud- 
denly Ended. 


George Bates, colored, who shot and 


killed Patrick Gunning, marshal of Nirk- 
wood, October 11, 1897, was allowed to plead 
guilty to manslaughter in the fourth degree 
in the Cirenit Court at Clayton Saturday 
morning and was gentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary. His brother, Ed Hates, 
charged with being an accessory to the 
crime, was found not gullty. Both the 
cases were tried together. 

The result of the Bates trial has caused 
some dissatisfaction among the white resi- 
dents of Kirkwood. When the sentence 
was announced a suppressed murmur went 
over the courtroom and many expressed 
disapproval. 

Mrs. Gunning, the wife of the murdered 
man, was sitting near the judge when 
the sentence was announced. She uttered 
an expression of awe and immediately left 
the courtroom. 

Marshal Nace of Webster Groves, a wit- 
ness in the case, went to Clayton to testify 
for the State and on his alighting from 
the car was told of the result of the trial. 
He said: “I am completely astounded at 
the verdict.” 

Similar statements were made by many 
persons when they learned of the verdict. 
Marshall Nace was well acquainted with 
Marshall Gunning. It was he who arrest- 
ed the gung of negroes that started the 
disturbance resulting in the killing. It was 
these arrests that established the fact that 
it was Bates who fired the shot that killed 
the marshal. 

Marshall Gunning had only been in office 
a few'days when he was killed. The negro 
population of Kirkwood ts probably greater 
than the white. It was a practice of the 
negroes to congregate on the sidewalk near 
the postoffice and block the way so that 
ladies were compelled to walk out in the 
street in order to pass. Many complaints 
poured into the marshals’ ears. The condi- 
tion became so intolerable that ladies were 
almost afraid to venture out on the street. 
Marshall Gunning, soon after his induction 
into office, resolved to put a stop to these 
outrages. Some ladies were walking along 
the sidewalk one day, when a gang of 
negroes were congregated near the post- 
office. They refused to surrender the walk 
and Marshal Gunning proceeded to clear 
a passage for the women. All the negroes 
stepped off the walk, excepting George 
Bates and th brother Ed. The marshal 
shoved the negroes off and struck George 
Bates a hard blow with his cane. He 
struck him a second time and Bates pulled 
his revolver and fired, the wound proving 
fatal. Gunning fired, but it was -after he 
had been shot and the bullet struck on the 
roof of a house.

CASE IS UNDER ADVISEMENT. 


Merits of the Case Not Gone Into toa 
Great Extent at This 
Hearing. | 


The application of the department stores 
of St. Louis fer an order restraining Com- 
missioner Hugh J. Brady from collecting 
the tax imposed by the department store 
law was argued Saturday before Judge 
Zachritz in division 4 of the Circuit Court. 

Frederick N. Judson appeared for the pe- 
titioner and the License Commissioner was 
represented by Thomas J. Rowe. ‘As the 
application called only for the commission- 
er to show cause why he should not be 
temporarily restrained from collecting the 
tax, the attorneys argued the case briefly. 
They said they would consider it more elab- 
orately upon the hearing tu make the re- 
straining order permanent, 

Attorney Rowe presented several reasons 
why the order should not be made. He de- 
clared that the petition showed that there 
was an improper joinder of parties, plain- 
tiff as well as all parties to the prosecution 
of the suit had not the identical interest 
that ig required by law. He argued that. 
as a lokical sequence to this, there was an 
improper joinder of causes of action. He 
contended that the order also would operate 
as a preventative of the enforcement of a 
law properly passed by the Legislature. He 


said the proper way to get relief was to 
| plead its unconstitutionality upon an at- 
tempt to enforce it. 

Mr. Judson said there were no grounds In 
law for Mr. Rowe’s arguments, and read 
authorities against them. He claimed that 
the law was unconstitutional because it was 
not uniform and delegated a taxing power 
to the Ligggee Comm.ssioner, which the 
courts have decided can never be delegated. 

Judge Zachritz took the case under ad- 
visement, and will decide it next week.

The reg- 
ular standing army of Great Britain con- 
sists of 778 officers, 197,928 noncommis- 
sioned cfficers and men, 814 noncombat- 
ants, 29,000 and 720 guns. In this 
is included all the regulars in India and 
the British evlonies. Great Britain’s land 
forces are smaller than those of Germany, 
ltaly, Austria-Hungary and Russia, 

So far ae the facts go, the commence- 
ment of actual hostilities between Great 
Britain and the Transvaal seems no nearer, 
although it must be admitted that a new 
element of danger has arisen in the ex- 


asperation caused throughout the British 
colonies in Souto Africa by the stories of 
brutal treatment of refugees by the Boers. 
Whether these reports are correct or not, 
the reports of outrages upon women and 
children are having their effect and are 
being accepted In many quarters hitherto 
incredulous, as confirming the anticipations 
of the savagery that will mark the progress 
of the war. 

The dispatches from the front are mostly 
concerned with the movementa of troops.

This action is in accord- 
ance with the traditional policy of the 
United States not to receive one of its citi- 
zens as the represeatative of a foreign 
State. 

The South African Republic has no diplo- 
matic or consular representative in the 
United States. 

The United States will not offer to medi- 
ate between Great Britain and the Trans- 
vaal unless both parties request it. In the 
event of war strict neutrality wiil be ob- 
served.

DEATHS AT THE CITY HOSPITAL. 


Unusual Number of Cases for the Cor- 
oner and the Morgue. 

The busiest man around the City Hospital 
Saturday morning was the keeper of the 
dead house. 

His task is gruesome. But all day he sits 
within a few feet of the hospital dead, 
emoking a corncob pipe. 

Several deaths occurred at the hospital

YAN. SPEAKS 
TER M'KINLEY, 
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Cordially Received at Canton, 
Even by Opponents. 


HE RECEIVED THE PRESIDENT. 


WHEN MR. M’KINLEY HAD GONE 
HE SPOKE FOR DEMOCRACY. 


Democratic Manners of the Nebraska 
Leader Make Him Popular and 
Republicans Vie With Demo- 
crats in Honoring Him. 


Special to the Poat-Dispatch. 

CANTON, Ill, Oct. 7.—From stand, 
heavily draped with national colors, Will- 
iam J. Bryan addressed 8000 persons in this 
city, immediately after the departure of 
the McKinley train. 

Fully half of Mr. Bryan's audience were 
of the opposite political faith, but that did 
not present enthusiasm or suppress ap- 
plause. The speech was largely on income 
tax, trusts and imperialism. There was 
some talk of free silver in tt, too. Again 
the attendance was notable for the large 
number of women. 

Here are some of the things Mr. Bryan 
said: 

“A party is like a suit of clothes. It 
sometimes wears out and offers no protec- 
tion to the wearer, Then it should be 
thrown away like an old suit. 

“The farmer pays more than his just 
share of taxes because his property is vis- 


ible. The invisible property in the cities— 
notes, bonds and mortgages—escapes the as- 
sessors. 

“When the people want to amend the 
Constitution they must get three-fourths of 
Congress, but when the United States Su- 
preme Court wants to amend the Consti- 
tution, all that is required is a majosity.”’ 

“If prosperity is here we don’t need 100,000 
soldiers to point it out to us with their 
bayonets. 

“McKinley said in 1890, ‘Human rights and 
constitutional liberty must be ever supreme 
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over the question of commercialism.’ What 
does he think now?” 
“The Democratic party stands to-day 


upon a platform on the Philippine question 
so high the WRepublicans cannot write 
above it. 

“Republicans, you have borrowed every- 
thing bad from England, but you won't 
borrow an English income tax to tax the 
aggregated wealth of this country. 

“The silver question ig not dead. No 
tomb was ever ma so strong as-to im- 
prison a righteous cause. 

“If the gold standard is a blessing, I 
want to ask you Republicans why the 
President sent a commission to Europe to 
get rid of it? A Republican Congress ap- 
propriated $100,000 to pay the expenses of 
this commission—all to get rid of this 
blessing. 

‘Some men belong to the class a lady de- 
scribed to me as a gold man without gold. 
l can believe in a gold man with gold, but 
only have contempt for a gold man with- 


out gold, 

“There were Republicans who claimed 
credit for the rise in wheat in 1898. That 
was due to famine in. Europe. Why, they 
even claimed credit for the famine. I had 
five acres of corn that year and had to 
buy flour. Last year I put the five acres 


in wheat, corn, oats and potatoes, and now 
Mark Hanna can start a famine and I am 


all right. 
“The Republicans are praving like the 
old colored man. When he prayed the 


Lord to send him a chicken he seldom got 
it, but when he prayed the Lord to send 
him after a chicken he always got one. 

“IT don’t believe in Gatling gun gospel. 


Beware of the doctrine of forcible Chris- 
tianity. I don’t belleve this nation should 
go forth in a war-of conquest, not even 


to spread Christianity. 

“IT believe in sending school teachers in- 
stead of soldiers to revolutionize the world. 

‘I would rather have the good will of the 
Boers, struggl:ng to maintain an independ- 
ent republic, than the sympathy of Eng- 
land struggling to crush them. 

“They say the Filipinos are savages. 
When did they become savages? Not when 
this Government furnished them with guns, 
nor when they were our allies. lt wags when 
we tried to take their land. 

‘In New York harbor stands great 
statue, Libertyt Enlightening the World. 
When we have changed the principles of 
this republic shall we take the statue down 
and send itt back to France with the state- 
ment that we are no longer in the liberty 
business ?’’ 

The President came bowling along from 
Quincy, leaving a streak of shouting hu- 
manity along the Burlington right-of-way. 
Mr. Bryan bumped leisurely over from Ke- 
okuk on the Toledo, Peoria & Western, a 
railroad which begins nowhere and ends at 
the same place. He was welcomed by 
cheering crowds at every station.

The Bushnell band 
made a hit with ‘‘Because I Love You,” 
which rent the circumambient as Bryan ap- 
eared on the platform. He did not sneak. 
ut mingled with the people in the most 
demoerftic fashion, shaking hands with all 
who could get within shaking d-stance, a 
broad smile on his face and the words, ‘“‘My 
friends, I am ‘happy to meet you,” on his

ie was affectionately dubbed “Bill” and 
“Billy,”’ but his temperature was in nowise 
lowered by these fgmiliarities. Canton, a 
charming little town, was on the verge of 
delirium when Bryan arrived. There was 
a warm battle of badges, in which the Me- 
Kinley badge appeared to have a shade the 
best of it. So-close was the lithograph 
fight that no decision could be given. The 
simultaneous appearance of two great men 
put Canton in confusion and collapse. The 
town tried to be happy with two charmers, 
and found it a difficult problem. 

Not less than 3000 persons met Mr. Bryan 
when he arrived one hour before noon. 
There were two bands and much “hurrah.” 
Fully one-half the crowd wore the orange 
badge, marked ‘William McKinley.” 

The white ribbon of Bryan waved like 
the oriflamme of Navarre, where the fight 
was thickest. Mr. Bryan was given a cor- 
dial reception in the streets. esides poli- 
tics, Canton has a Street Fair.

IS IN A CRITICAL CONDITION. 


POLICE HAVE DESCRIPTION OF 


THE ASSAILANT. 


Midnight Attack Near Seventh and 
Walnut Streets—A Woman, a 
Wegro and a White Man 
Suspected. 


John Schaeffer, a packer stationed at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, was stabbed in the back 
and seriously wounded Friday night by 
a white man, whose identity has not been 
discovered. 

The stabbing occurred on Walnut, be- 
tween Seventh and Eighth streets, and ap- 
parently was a result of Schaeffer having 
associated with a woman of the neighbor- 
hood. 

A man who witnessed the stabbing made 


the following statement of the affkir to 
the Post-Dispatch: 
“Schaeffer went into the saloon at the 


northwest corner of Seventh and Walnut 
streets about 11 o’clock. He was seeming- 
lv under the influence of liquor. Women 


enticed him into the wineroom in the rear 
of the saloon. Schaeffer purchased drinks 
for the women. All of the women left 
but one. There was a negro in the room 
playing a piano. The women left Schaef- 
fer’s side for an instant and whispered to 
the negro. The latter left the room imme- 
diately and went out on the street through 
the front door of the saloon. 

“The woman and Schaeffer left shortly 
and started west om Walnut street. In the 
middle of the block they were met by the 
negro. The woman left Schaeffer and went 
with the negro, who escorted her to a 
wineroom at Eighthand Walnut. The woman 
entered alone and the. negro continued west 
on Walnut street. 


‘Schaeffer followed the Woman and 
peered into the wineroom. While he was 
looking in, a white man. who came 


around the corner of Eighth street, stabbel 
Schaeffer in the neck. The man ran away 
in the direction whence he came.”’ 

Schaeffer was sent to the City Hospitai. 

The woman came out of the wineroom 
when she heard Schaeffer's cries and fol- 
lowed the man who did the stabbing. The 
latter is described as about 22 years old.

STORY OF THE OVERDRAFTS. 


TESTIMONY HEARD BY REFEREE 
SEDDON. 


Cashier Kammerer Cannot Remember 
Why He Did Not Inform the 
Discount Committee of 
Overdrafts. 


The story of how the Mullanphy Savings 
Bank extended credit to the amount of 
$159,611.83 to the Consumers’ Coal Co., the 
property of which the bank subsequently 
took in on the debt at a valuation of $2,- 
000, was told Saturday before Referee 
James A. Seddon in the suit of Recelver 
William J. Stone for $250,000 against the 
directors. Former Cashier L. G. Kammerer, 
whose examination has already extended 
over three days, was the witness. 

The receiver thinks the conduct of the 


Consumers’ Coal Co.’s affairs by the bank's 
officers is the strongest feature of the evi- 
dence that will be presented to the referee 
and he is thoroughly sifting every detail 
of the relation of the bank with the com- 
pany. His attorney, W. G. Hoss, is insist- 
ing that Cashier Kammerer explain every 
important item which the books show on the 
Consumers’ account. 

Witness:declared that the Consumers 
overdraft amounted to $81,000 July .5, 18%, 
when it was credited down to $9 4! a charge 
against profit and loss. He said he had al- 
lowed the overdraft to grow from $27,000 
in 1891 to over $80,000 without bringing the 
condition to the attention of the Board of 
Directors. He admitted that he was aware 
the bank had already made loans to tne 
Consumers’ to many times the value of its 
assets, but he said he didn’t think it nec- 
essary to bring the attention of the di- 
rectors to the indebtedness. When asked 
why, he claimed that at least five mem- 
bers of the board, who were also members 
of the Discount Committee, knew of the 
overdraft. He said he couldn’t remember 
why he hadn't told those not members of 
the Discount Committee about the condition 
of the books. 

Witness said he had, of his own accord, 
allowed the overdraft to increase by $0,- 
000 in four years. He claimed the had done 
so because the officers of the coal com- 
pany, who were also officers of the bank, 
continued to send checks to the counter 
and he felt bound, in the bank’s interest. 
to honor them. 

He said the overdraft was eventually 
closed by the coal company giving notes 
for the whole amount, hat was on July 
56. but the witness admitted that, subse- 
quent to that time, he extended overdraft 
credit to the same company to the amount 
of $11,707.22 and allowed the account to 
stand open until the affairs of the com- 
pany were finally wound up in 189%. 

Witness said —. company went out of 
business* and the discount committee took 
all its assets. The Darrow mine was taken 
at $15,000 and the Ruby mine at $000. The 
book accounts were estimated to be worth 
. making the total value of the assets 
$22, 000. 

Attorney Hoss then asked the witness to 
total all the loans extended to the coal 
company in ten years on property that, at 
last, was taken for $22.000. Kammerer ex- 
amined the books and replied that they 
showed $159.611.83 of credit. But he 
explained that the bank had re- 
garded the mines as worth more 
than $23,000. He said they were 
twice on the point of closing deals for $5,- 
000 and $75,000. He admitted that the bank 
had taken the property from Freudenau 
for $23,000. 

The examination was 
o'clock until Monday. It 
Mr. Kammerer will occupy the witness 
stand all of next week, as the ex- 
amination is progressing slowly and he is 
the principal witness in the case.

Steamship on Which He Crossed 
° Was Unseaworthy. 


Charles Rippe, president of the Charles 
Rippe Tent and Awning Co., returned to 


St. Louis Friday after an exciting sea voy- 
age which terminated at New York last 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Rippe was a passenger on the steamer 
Werra from Bremen. He declared to the 
Post-Dispatch Saturday that the Werra 
was unseaworthy and that he and other 
passengers feared during the voyage that 
they would never complete it. 
When they landed at New York, Mr. 
Rippe, and W other cabin passengers signed 
an open letter to that effect. 

“The Werra was not fit to put 
when we sailed,” said Mr. Rippe to the 
Post-Dispatch. ‘‘We were obliged to lay 
over at Southampton two hours to repair 
the ship's machinery. Two stops were 
made on the ocean for the same reason. 
“We were lucky to get across. I did not 
think that a big steamship company would 
send a vessel to sea in the condition that 
the Werra was in when she sailed.”’

Since those who 
fought us then are brothers to-day, and fight by our side, is 
it not entirely proper to turn these trophies of war, represent- 
ing as they do the eternal past, into mementoes of friendship, 
to represent the ¢pirit of unity in the living present? Who will 
dare criticise this noble impulse as a mere morbid sentimen- 
tality?” 
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FRIENDSHIP’S THANKLESS TASK. 


In a long interview on the subject of primary nominations, 
distributed in the newspaper offices of the State by his press 
bureau, Goy.

When the street railway consolidation bill was sent to Gov, 
Stephens for official action the Post-Dispatch entreated him 
not to sign it.

The warning of the Post-Dispatch was a prophecy. Since 
the consummation of the monster street railway deal under 
the law approved by him, Gov.

It has never 
shrunk from publishing the information upon which it based 
Without fear or favor it has pub- 
lished the facts necessary to form correct judgments. Gov. 
Stephens cannot point to one word of warning uttered by the 
Post-Dispatch that it would not Rave been better for him to 
have heeded. If he had heeded the advice of the Post-Dis- 
patch, given to him without hope of reward or fear of conse- 
quences, his administration would not now be regarded as 
the worst in the history of Missouri. He would not approach 
the close of his political career under a cloud of popular con- 
demnation.

The jailer’s 
records show that Shea never wae in jail 
at any time. Thus it will be seen that part 
of the day of Sept. 28 and all of that night 
Shea was in no one’s custody. 

While writing for the hearing of Ghea’s 
fugitive case, Detective Frank Stible came 
down from Chicago to take Shea back to 
ibe place where he is under indictment. 
The evening before the hearing deputy 
sheriffs arrested Stible on a warrant sworn 
to by Shea, charging him with criminal 
libel.

Assistant Chief of Detectives Smith said 
he confronted Deputy Sheriff Pete Stein- 
man and-‘that official admitted, it is al- 
leged, that he had Shea out.

OPPOSE STREET TAX 


CITIZENS HAVE APPEALED TO 
THE FEDERAL COURTS. 


ADAMS HEARD ARGUMENT. 


——— 


Decision Is Expected Monday on the 
Question of Special Tax Bills 
for Street Improvement. 


Arguments in the injunction proceedings 


of Joseph Wheless and others against 
President McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements, the City of St. Louls and 


the Gilsonite Roofing and Paving Co. were 
heard before United States District Judge 
Adams Saturday morning. 

The defendants were represented by City 


Counselor Schnurmacher, E. C. Kehr and 
Mr. Allen. Mr. Wheless presented the 
plaintiffs’ side. 


The defense entered a plea of jurisdic- 
tion, contending the question in controversy 
was without the pale of the Federal Court. 

The Gilsonite Roofing Company was au- 
thorized by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to reconstruct Sarah atreet, between 
Washington and Finney avenues, with vit- 
rified brick. Contracts were let. and the 
work begun is still in progress. The special 
tax bills are said to amount to $11,000. 

Wheless and other property holders, an- 
ticipating the levying of a special tax, 
which they assert is not being assessed ac- 
cording to the value of the abutting prop- 
erty, appealed to the United States Court. 

The municipal authorities now contend 
that the property holders must file individ- 
ual suits and cannot combine their inter- 
este, since each individual strip of land is 
separate from the other. That the Federal 
Court has no jurisdiction is urged because 
the taxes for @iny specific piece of property 
would fall below $5000. 

On the other hand, the plaintiffs insist 
they have a common right, and severally 
are entitled to protection under the Federal 
statutes, 

Numerous legal opinione were cited on 
both sides. Judge Adams said he would 
take the case under advisement, and inti- 
mated that a decision would be handed 
down Monday morning.

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JAMES DUGAN’S RELATIVES 
SCOUT SUICIDE THEORY. 


HE WAS FOUND UNCONSCIOUS. 


Had Just Drawn His Month’s Wages 
and Had Said He Was Going Out 
to Visit the Fair. 


James Dugan, who was taken to the City 
Hospital early Friday morning, suffering 
from morphine poisoning and died several 
hours later, may have been the victim of 
foul play. 
His relatives scout the suicide theory. 
They assert there was not reason which 
would lead him to take his life. 
Dugan was 64 years old, and the father 
of a large family, with whom he resided at 
17089 North Garrison avenue, 
For two days the old man had been miss- 
ing from home, He was employed at the 
Shickle, Harrison & Howard foundry, and 
had just drawn his month’s wages. 
He bade his wife and children an affec- 
tionate good-by Wednesday morning, and 
tarted ostensibly for his place of employ- 
ment. ‘here happened to be no work for 
him that day, and he remarked that he was 
going to the Fair. That was the last seen 
of him antil he was picked up in an alley 
downtown. He was unconscious, and could 
not be roused. 
Over the right eve was an ugly sear. There 
was a slight abrasion on the left side of his 
nose, and blood clots about his mouth. At 
the time it was supposed the Injuries had 
been sustained by a fall. Dugan’s shirt 
was ruffled, his hair unkempt, and {t ap- 
peared as though he had been in a fight. 
At the Hospital the doctors worked una- 
vailingly to resuscitate him. He groaned 
pitifully, and it was evident he was suffer- 
fe intensely. 

daniel Badger of 912 North Baird avenue, 
who is related to the dead man’s famH#y, 


and robbed. 

‘“‘We have called the case to the atten- 
tion of the coroner,’ he said, “and believe 
sufficient evidence can be adduced to show 
that murder was done. Mr. Dugan was 
not a drinking man, although occasionally 
he took a little. To charge that he killed 
himself is ridiculous. I know he was of a 
happy disposition, and it is silly to talk 
about him ending his life on account of 
being out of work. ‘As a matter of fact, 
he has been constantly employed at the 
‘Hatrison foundry for upwards of twelve 
years and is fairly well fixed in this world’s 
goods. 

“It is our belief that he was inveigled 
into some saloon and fell in with a crowd 
of sharpers, who drugged him and then 
left him in the alley to die.

To the hospital she went and tinautred 
whether a man answering the description 
of her husband was there. She was ush- 
ered into Division 8. An affecting scene 
followed. he wife, prostrated with grief, 
threw herself across the bed and sobbed as 
though her heart would break. 

But her helpmate recognized her not, His 
life was fast ebbing away. The other mem- 
bers of the family were sent for, but before 
they arrived James Dugan breathed his 
last.
